There can be no doubt that 
the Government has the power in 
the public interest, under the 
law, to deal with the projected 
strike of the bituminous coal 
miners, without infringing upon 
the recognized right of men in 
any line of industry to work 
when they please and quit work 
when the please. 

The illegality of this strike 
can and will be established with- 
out in any way impairing the 
general right to strike and the 
general right to strike is not in 
issue in any sense whatever in 
the present situation. This is true 
because the circumstances dif- 
ferentiate this case from the 
case of any other strike that has 
ever taken place in the country. 

It does not follow that every 
strike is lawful merely because 
the right to strike is recognized 
to exist. Every case must stand 
upon its own bottom and be gov- 
erned by its own facts. 

Therefore, when the President 
said in his statement last Sat- 
urday that “such a strike in such 
circumstances’is not only un- 
justifiable but unlawful, refer- 
ence was had only to the con- 
ditions in the impending situa- 
tion. 

“Outside Pale of the Law.” 

The proposed strike was or- 
dered in a manner, for a pur- 
pose and with a necessary ef- 
fect, which, taken together, put 
it outside the pale of the law. 

After the war began, the pro- 
duction of fuel was regarded as 
one of the subjects of such 
peculiar public importance as 
to justify a special statutory en- 
actment. The Fuel Adminis- 
tration was created to supervise 
the subject and matters of 
wages as well as prices were 
considered and sanctioned ty 
the Fuel Administration. 

After the cessation of hostili- 
ties the Fuel Administvztion 
suspended certain of its orders, 
but did not terminate them, 
and they are subject to rein- 
Statement at any time upon the 
President’s order, and the stat- 
ute under which the orters 
were made is still in force. 

With this situation existing, 
the convention of United 
Workers at Cleveland, last 
September, decided to annul all 
Wage contracts on Nov. 1 and 
took the unprecedented step of 
deciding in advance of any op- 
portunity for consultation, 
either with the Government or 
with the coal operators, to strike 


on Nov. 1, unless satisfactory 
new arrangements should be 
made. 


Promulgation of Demands. 

Without any expression from 
the workers themselves, the or- 
ganization promulgated a de- 
mand for a 60 per cent increase 
in wages, a six-hour day and a 
five-day week, and authorized a 
strike to beefféctive’ Nov. 1, 
before the demands were even 
presented to the operators. 

*The demand for a new wage 


agreement covered‘ only a part 
_of the coal flelds, but the strike

April 1, 1920. Many others, 
however, run until a time still 
further, without regard to the 


continuation of the war. 
While it is perfectly plain that 
the war is still on and any con- 


tract running until its conclusion 
is still in force, whatever weight 
may be given to the argument 


that the successful operation of 
the war no longer requires such 
contracts. It has no application 
whatever to the large number of 
such contracts which expire at 
a fixed date without regard for 


the war period.

if continued only for a few days, 
will bring cold and hunger to 
millions of our people; if con- 
tinued for a month, it will leave 
deathiand starvation in its wake.

Food and Fuel Control Act. 

By enacting the food and tuel 
control act, Congress has rec®og- 
nized the vital importance in tre 
present circumstances of m4.ii- 
taining production and distribu- 
tion of the necessaries of life and 
has made it unlawful for any 
concerted action, agreement or 
the arrangement to be made sy 
two or more persons to limit the 
facilities of transportation «nd 
production, or to restrict “he 
supply and distribution of ful, 
or to aid or abet the doing of 
any act having this purpose or 
effect. Making a strike effective 
under the circumstances which 
I have described amounts ‘o 
such concerted action or uir- 
rangement. 

It is the solemn duty,of the 
Department of Justice to enforce 
this statute. We have enforced 
it in many cases. We must con- 
tinue to do so irrespective of the 
persons involved in itg violation. 
I hope.it will not be necessary to 
enforce it in this case. 

Indeed, I am hearing from 
many sources that large num- 
bers of the miners themselves do 
not wish to quit work, and will 
not do so if assured of the pro- 
tection of the Government, of 
which they properly feel them- 
selves a part. « 

It is probably unnecessary for 
me to say that such protection 
will everywhere be given, so that 
men may exercise their undoubt- 
ed right of continuing to work 
under such terms and conditions 
as they shall see fit. 

The facts present a situation 
which challenges the supremacy 
of the law, and every resource of 
the Government will be brought 
to bear to prevent the national 
disaster which would inevitably 
result from the cessation of min- 
ing operations.

No communicaiion was > 
ceived by the international offi- 
cers of the United Mine Workers 
of America from either the Pres. 
ident or any representative of 
the Federal Government. 

A canvass of the entire situa- 
tion shows that a strike of bi- 
tuminous miners cannot be 
avoided. 

A regularly constituted con- 
véntion of representatives of 
the United Mine Workers, held 
at Cleveland, O., on Sept. 26th, 
ordered a strike of bituminous 
mine workers to become effec- 
tive Nov, Ist, in the event a 
wage. scale was not negotiated 
before that time. 

The highest authority in the 
organization has ccted in this 
matter, and no members of the 
organization have authority to 
set such action aside. The facts 
are that the same supreme au- 
thority which ordered.the pend- 
ing strike is the same as that 
which approved the contract 
which has now expired. 

Responsibility for Strike. 

The responsibility for the 
strike rests with the coal op- 
erators. They have refused to 
negotiate a wage agreement, 
notwithstanding the fact the 


mine workers’ representatives 
nave urged and beseeched them 
to do so. 

The fundamental causes 
which prompted the mine work- 
ers to take this drastic action 
are deep seated. For two years 
their wages have remained sta- 
tionary. 

They appealed one year ago 
to the Federal Fuel Adminis- 
trator, Dr. Garfield, and from 
him to the President of the 
United States, for an increase in 
wages sufficient to meet the 
increased cost of necessaries of 
life. 

Their appeal was rejected and 
their request refused.

Notwithstanding this, they 
continued mining coal until now 
their contract expires, when 


they are determined that their 
grievances must be adjusted in 
a reasonably satisfactory man- 
ner. 

The courts have held that the 
workingmen have a right to 
strike and may quit work either 
singly or collectively for the pur- 
pose of redressing grievances 
and righting wrongs. The Con- 
stitution and guaranties of this 
Government give men the right 
to work or quit work individual- 
ly or collectively. 

“But Exercising Rights.” 

The mine workers, therefore, 
are but exercising the rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution, 
and which cannot be taken away 
by the representatives of Gov- 
ernment when they quit work or 
when they refuse to work until 
their grievances are adjusted. 

The mine workers’ representa- 
tives are ready, willing and anx- 
ious to meet the coal operators 
for the purpose of negotiating 
an agreement and i bringing 
about a settlement of the present 
unhappy situation. They will re- 
spond at any time to a call for 
such a meeting and will hon- 
estly endeavor to work out a 
wage agreement upon a fair and 
equitable basis, which agree- 
ment alone will put the mines 
in operation and guarantee the 
nation an adequate supply of 
coal. 

We assert that the mine work- 
ers have no other purpose in 
view—other than to secure a 
working wage agreement. All of 
their demands are incorporated 
in the wage proposal submitted 
to the coal operators, and each 
and all are subject to negotia- 


tion. 
Conscious of the grave re- 
sponsibility resting upon the 


representatives of the coal min- 
ers, we. have no other alterna- 
tive than to carry out the in- 
structions of the United Mine 
Workers’ convention. 

The issue has been made, and 
if it must be settled upon the 
field of industrial battle, the re- 
sponsibility rests fairly and 
squarely upon the coal barons 
alone.

Supreme Court Limits Strike Power. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In view of the hue and cry raised by 
the railroad employes in regard to the 
anti-strike provision in the Cummins 
bill reported in the Senate last week it 
might be instructive to note some quota- 
tions from the opinion of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in upholding 
the Adamson Act establishing an eigt.t 
hour day for such employes. 

One of the grounds of objection to the 
ronstitutionality of said bill was that it 
interfered with the liberty of contract. On 
this point, the court, after stating that 
the carrier by engaging in interstate com- 
merce and also in a business charged 
with a public interest had subjected itself 
to the lawful power of Congress to reg- 
ulate it, takes up the case of the employes 

' follows: 

“As to the employes. Here again it is 
obvious that what we have previously 
sald is applicable and decisive, since 
whatever would be the right of an em- 
ploye engaged in a private business to 
jemand such wages as he desires, to leave 
the employment if he does not get them 
and by aoncert of action to agree with 
others to leave upon the same condition, 
such rights are necessarily subject to 
Hmitation when employment is accepted 
in a business charged with public interest 
and as to which the power to regulate 
commerce possessed by Congress applied 
and the resulting right to fix in case of 
disagreement and dispute a standard of 
wages as we have seen necessarily ob- 
tained.” 

And again, “Ahd this emphazises that 
there is no question here of purely pri- 
vate right since the law is concerned only 
with those who are engaged in a business 
charged with a public interest where the 
subject dealt with as.to all parties is one 
involved in that business and which we 
have seen come under the control of the 
right to regulate to the extent that the 
power to do so is appropriate or rele- 

ant to the business regulated.” 

Further in this opinion the Court says: 
“What purpose would be subserved by al! 
the regulations established to secure the. 
enjoyment by the public of an efficient 
and reasonable service, if there was no 

power in government to prevent all serv- 
icé from being destroyed?”

| The Coal Miner’s Worl:. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I saw in your paper some letters and 
comments on the coal miners’ strike 
about to commence. I would like to say 
that if the public only knew the facts, 
St. Louls people would not think they 
were being held up by the miners. It is 
true that the miner makes good wages, 
but Just stop and think of the hard work 
ne has todo. In a machine mine a miner 
must load 15 tons of coal, timber his 
room, drill enough holes and shoot them 
to produce 15 tons for the next day, all 
in less than 7% hours, to earn $9. He 
takes risks. alongside of which a steeple 
jack's work is child's play. He loads this 
coal for 70 cents a ton and pays for the 
powder and paper and squibs to shoot it. 
When this coal reaches the mine top it 
then and there is sold for $4.50 a ton. 
Who gets the money, miner or operator? 
The pubiic can guess. The Fue] Ad- 
ministrator gave the operator permission 


to charge $2.55 a ton at the mine. 
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| ‘THE UNPARDONABLE COAL STRIKE. 
The statement of Attorney-General Palmer knocks 


all the props from under the coal strike. 

It is a clarifying statement, which exposes the 
strike call as not only unjustifiable, but illegal and 
in violation of contracts. 

One of the excuses of the miners was that the con- 
tracts under which they were working were made 
under the supervision of the Fuel Administration for 
the period of the war and as the war is at an end the 
contracts automatically expire. 

The Attorney-General knocks this plea into smith- 

ereens by stating definitely that many contracts 
which would be violated by a strike “RUN STILL 
FURTHER WITHOUT REGARD TO CONTINUA- 
TION OF THE WAR.” 
Asserting also that the war is still on and any con- 
tract running until its conclusion is still in force, he 
emphasizes the illegality and wrong of this 
projected strike by repeating emphatically that 
this plea, whatever weight may be given to it, has 
‘‘no application whatever to the large number of 
such contracts which expire at a fixed date, with- 
out regard for the war period. 

Mr. Palmer points out that the issue does not in 
the least. involve the general right of men to strike 
or to quit work. Nor does it touch the merits of the 
demands of the men. 

It is illegal under the food and fuel control act, 
which forbids concerted action*to interrupt transpor- 
tation and production and it is in violation of con- 
tracts, on the part of thousands of miners—contracts 
made through collective bargaining. 

Mr. Palmer further strengthens the Government’s 
position and demolishes all pleas for the general strike 
by showing that the wage and hours demands of the 
miners originally affected only a part of the coal 
fields, but the convention of United Mine Workers de- 
cided to annul all contracts on Nov. 1 and to call a 
general strike without consultation or conference with 
the Federal Government or the mine operators, who 
were willing to confer with the miners’ representa- 
tives if the strike were deferred. It was called with- 
out giving the miners an opportunity to express 
their will with regard to a strike. 

The Attorney-General unqualifiedly indorses the 
President’s statement that a strike under these cir- 
cumstances is unjustifiable and illegal. He rightly 
declares that the action of the miners’ organization 
challenges “the supremacy of the law,” which the 
Government must uphold at any cost. 

Under these conditions the folly of the coal strike 
is apparent to every unbiased citizen. We are sure 
that the mass of Americans, including wage earners 
who respect law and order and the obligation of con- 


tracts, will support the Government’s decision and 
action in protecting the public welfare from the con- 
sequences of a strike which is in violation of contract 
and law and which threatens immeasurable disaster 
and hardship to all the people. : 

The issue is clear and the law must be vindicated 
at any cost, if the miners persist in their course of 
folly and wrong. 
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Dealers who charge extortionate prices for sugar 
in order to make up their losses on other goods 
are not only violating the law hut are also infring- 
ing on the packers’ copyright. 
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12 YEARS OF AUTO FATALITIES. 

With 1124 licensed automobiles in St. Louis in 1906 
there was no record of a single death in automobile 
accidents. For more than five years these vehicles had 
continued to grow in popularity without diminishing 
the population. The earliest entry in a sad record 
was made on March 21, 1907, when an automobile 
caused its first fatality here. In 1918, one out of 
every 275 licensed machines in St. Louis was a 
death chariot. Was yours a deadly 275th machina? 
Or was it among the successive classes of 274 ma- 
chines which avoided fatalities? 

The ratio of deaths per machines licensed for years 
prior to 1918 is of some pertinence. In 1907 it was 
one to every 382 machines. Ratios of other years are 
these: 1908, one to 640; 1909, one to 470; 1910, one to 
597; 1911, one to 318; 1912, one to 309; 1913, one to 
195; 1914, one to 227; 1915, one to 259; 1916,. one to 
251; 1917, one to 308.

Harsh as Mr. Creel’s verdict is, there will be little 
dissent from it, in our opinion, because it is sustained 
by the facts. The people cannot have forgotten how, 
as early as last February, Republican leaders were 
importuning the President immediately on the expira- 
tion of the old Congress to convene in extraordinary 
session the new Congress just elected by the people 
to discharge the mighty tasks of reconstruction. The 
President was repeatedly informed how he had been 
repudiated at the polls, that the people by their man- 
date had placed the solemn business of managing 
the Government in abler hands. There was talk even 
of convening the new Congress without presidential 
order, should the executive turn a deaf ear to the 
demands of the great emergency and the decree of 
the November election, so eager were the majority-. 
elect leaders to pitch into the job for which they | 

ad been chosen. 

‘What has happened? The new. Congress was con-; 
vened in extraordinary session on May 19. The peace 
treaty still occupies the Senate, and nobody can to- 
day hazard a guess as to when it will be ratified or’ 
what fantastic or malign form the ratification will 
take. And, as Mr. Creel says, “not one domestic 
problem has been approached.” 

Had anyone ventured last November that, a year 
from the day the armistice was signed, the United 
States Senate would still be wrangling over the peace 
treaty and that not one single item on the whole 
program of incalculably important reconstructive 
legislation would have been disposed of, his sanity 
would have been seriously questioned. Yet that is 
the humiliating, tragical record. The great leaders 
of American industry and finance and our represen- 
tative business organizations have declared that our 
foreign trade future was being imperiled by the Sen-
